In addition to doubling the gen- 
erating capacity of the present 
plant, the Miami project will pec- 
mit further expansion of service 
in nearby area, just as the expan- 
sion at Sanford, Sarasota and 
West Palm Beach makes further 
service possible in those. areas. 

A revolutionary design in the 
Miami generating plant will take 
advantage of the lack of extremes 
in Florida.climate. ‘The Turbo- 
generator, two great boilers and 
two 25,000,000 gallons-a-day circu- 
lating water pumps will be con- 
structed outdoors. These will have 
only their casings as- coverings. 
Switches and other delicate elec- 
trical controls will be housed in 
the main building and extensive 
alteraations to accommodate this 
equipment now are underway. 

The Miami project is expected 
to be completed in 1948. It will r 
quire a force of from 250 to 300 
men. The project will sonsume ap- 
proximately 500,000 man-hours of 
work and at least 300 carloads of 
materials. 

Orders for the major equipment, 
such as boilers, turbine generator 
and condénsers already have been 
placed. Auxiliary equipment -is 
being ordered as specifications are 
drawn.
